Take The Children Outside 

God is at work; go outside and see. 

Looking up to the sky through the 
leaves, the child meditatively said,

Take the children outside for classes; 
plan a Vacation Bible School outside;

Our joy and security rests on our 
faith in the presence of God; we build 
and support our Christian education 
programs so that all of us may grow 
in this faith. When we see the provi- 
dence and power of God in this faith, 
and in the natural world, we are able 
more fully to meet life. 

The open field, the woods, the lake 
shore can be places that invite peace 
to be companion to us; here, winds of 
heaven can bring sweet messages; and 
here, in gentle leisure, no hustle and 
bustle, a thought worth taking along 
with us can be said over and over so 
it stays with us.
